It is a constituent’ 
of the fundamental living sub- 
-&tance, protoplasm, and conse- 
“quently is necessary for both 
plants and animals; It is one of 
the essential primary plant 
foods.

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The direct ¥ole of phosphorus 
in plant nutrition is well estab- 
lished: : It tends to produce 
plump, well filled grain aid 
well developed root systems 
and to miaterially hasten the 
time of the maturity of the 
crop. Its first use in agricul- 
ture is lost in antiquity but 
references in early_ literature 
indicate that bones, of which 

___ phosphorus is a. major .compon- 
~~ ent; were then used for increas- 


ing crop growth. The first} 


Specific record of use we find 


was by Blithe in 1653. Such use|. 


increased and England for in- 
stance, imported large ton- 
nages of bones in the early part 
of the 19th century.

amounts in various portions of 
the world: Of these various de- 
posits, those of the United 
States are probably most ex- 
tensive. While ‘the rock can be 
used as such when finely puil- 
yerized, it has found its largest 
use in the form of superphos:

the action of sulphuric acid on 
phosphate rock, 

There is no atmospheric sup- 
ply of phosphorus, The quantity 
in the soil is relatively small. 
In proportion as crops and live- 
stock are sold from the farm, 
the element phosphorus is car- 
ried off with them: This loss 
must be compensated for by 
the use of phosphate fertilizers.
